Marshall  A  Co.,  Clothier*  of  807 Broad 
street,  were  burned  out  early  on  Buniluy 
morning.  The  loss  is  estimated  at  over 
8100,000,  the  immense  stock  of  clothing 
and  goods  on  hand,  occupying  three 
flours,  having  been  totally  mined.  1  he 
fire  department  were  promptly  at  work, 
but  were  only  nble  to  save  the  building 
from  total  destruction,  and  prevent  the 
fire  from  spreading.  The  firm’s  ha*, 
aliovn  the  insurance, is  placed  at  $20,000. 
The  fire  is  believed  to  have  resulted  from 
the  bursting  of  a  gas  pipe,  the  escaping 
fluid  ignited  from  the  burners. 


A  Will  lode  an  a  Sinking  Ship. 

The  wreck  of  the  Pacific  serves  a  re¬ 
minder  of  another  terrible  disaster  which 
iu  July,  1865,  befell  the  steamer  Brothre 
Jonathan  at  a  point  near  that  where  the 
former  vessel  met  her  fate.  The  Brother 
Jonathan  was  a  sister  ship  of  the  Pacific, 
and  while  working  in  a  heavy  sea  plung¬ 
ed  on  the  snnkcu  rock,  tore  a  hole  in  her 
bottom, through  which  the  foremast  drop¬ 
ped  until  stopped  by  a  yard  crossing  the 
dock,  and  in  a  few  minutes  went  to  the 
bottom.  Of  the  152  passengers  on  board 
only  sixteen  survived. 

Oue  incident  which  served  to  render 
that  catastrophe  memorable  is  recalled 
by  the  Troy  Times.  Among  the  lost  pas 
•exigent  of  the  Brother  Jonathan  was 
James  Neebit,  editor  of  the  San  Fraucisco 
Evening  Bulletin,  a  Scotchmen  by  birth, 
whose  coolncis  in  the  presence  of  iuevi 
table  death  placed  him  iu  the  run k  of 
heroes.  After  the  doomed  steamer  began 
to  give  signs  that  efforts  to  save  her  were 
futile,  amid  the  warring  of  the  elementr, 
the  confusion  of  the  crew  and  the  wild 
terror  of  the  pastengers,  he  calmly  wrote 
his  hist  will  und  testament  in  a  smal 
pocket  diary,  and  proved  his  entire  non 
chalanoe  by  omitting  not  oue  item  of  hi* 
proj>ertj,  und  by  appending  a  request  to 
the  authorities  to  probate  the  document, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  was  writ¬ 
ten  with  a  pencil  and  unwitnessed.  The 
chirography  ef  the  will  and  the  firm, bold 
signature  were  remarkably  well  executed. 
When  his  body  was  found  on  the  beach, 
some  twenty  days  afterward,  it  was  dis¬ 
covered  that  ho  had  wrapped  the  little 
book  in  a  bandanna  handkerchief,  folded 
corner-wise,  tied  it  next  his  skin  across 
his  breast, and  afterward  tied  his  handker¬ 
chief  around  liis  wuist  outside  his  shirts 
the  more  securely  to  coutiue  the  will  to 
his  body  tiiat  every  chance  should  exist 
of  finding  both  together.  The  will  wa, 
admitted  to  probate.
